MR. HERBERT MORRISON,

On balance, however, it had been found 
that. the advantages. to transport anc the 
production of munitions would be such that 
the scheme ought not to be set aside, and 
the conclusion of the Government was that, 
provided the period during which the 
changed time operated was so limited as to 
mitigate the agricultural disadvantages the 
scheme ought to be adopted.

UNITY ENTRIES LATE

T a meeting of the Standing Committee 
A of the I. A. B. A., held at the Stadium 
last night, it was decided that the 
entries from the Unity Club, which arrived 
after the date of closing, for the Irish Senior 
Championships could not be accepted, and in 
consequence three prominent boxers—J. 
McGouran (bantam), A. Delahunt (feather) 
and T. Foran (welter)—are deprived of their 
chance of taking part in the most important 
event of the year. Other entries which 
arrived late and were refused included those 
of the 32 1—ͤ ht boxers, and two 
heav wei Doyle Collins, Cork) 
and iy tg ( niversity College, Galway), 
the 4 interprovincial forward. 

The withdrawals from the original list of 
entries are as follows :—Fly- 8 ht, J. Healy 
(Clonmel); feather-weight, rowne (Tra- 
lee); light-weight, T° Kavanagh (Catholic 
Scouts) ; welter-weight—P. Finnegan (Arbour 
Hill); T. McNally ‘Rovinthians) ; A. Reynolds 
(Drogheda); middle-weight, W. Davis (Cor- 
inthians). As he had not received notification 
of the championships, rt was decided to accept 
the entry of P, O'Sullivan (Mourne Abbey) 
for the heavy-weight. 


Delahunt’s Bad Luck 


It is really hard luck on Delahunt in par- 
ticular to lose a reasonably bright chance of 
an Irish title. The Unity feather-weight has 
had a brilliant season, for he has developed 
a knock-out punch to add to his clever box- 

ing, and even though he has not as yet met 

er P. Dowdall or J. Smith he might have 
considerably worried these two. On his form 
the last time the two met McGouran was little 
inferior to W. Lenihan, who is the strong 
favourite for the bantam crown, while Foran 
might well have gone through to the welter 
final. At any rate, it should be a salutary 
lesson to the club concerned, although that 
is poor comfort to the boxers.
